Item  6  is  the  number  of  birds  selected  as  breeders.  If  the  flock- 
selecting  and  pullorum-te sting  work  are  done  at  the  same  time, the  number 
selected  and  number  tested  are  the  same. 

Item  7  is  the  number  cf  culled  birds. 

It  en  12  (percentage  of  reactors)  is  calculated  by  dividing  the  total 
number  of  reactors,  males  and  females,  by  the  total  number  of  birds  tested. 

Item  24  is  provided  for  the  hatcherynan  who  is  selling  more  than  one 
grade  of  chicks  within  one  U.S. breeding  stage.
